Do you love good food? The Pennsylvania Dutch are famous for it. Authentic 
ponhaus, shoofly pie, sauerbraten, schnitz un gnepp and many other “Dutch” dishes 
are expertly served at the five restaurants of the Hotel Brunswick and other restau- 
rants.

Out in the county you can see the famous Donegal Church and the 
“witness tree,” the Red Rose Church of Manheim where Baron Stiegel flourished, 
the iron mines and furnace at Cornwall, the Ephrata Cloisters whose 18th century 
imprints are now rare items, the Landis Valley museum of Lancaster County 
antiques — we could go on and on. 


Our industries are flourishing Armstrong Cork, Hamilton Watch, RCA, 
New Holland Machine, cigars, silk, iron, various pretzel and candy factories — 
these are just a few of them. 


Libraries? Yes, we have those too. We boast three colleges — Franklin and 
Marshall, Elizabethtown, and Millersville State Teachers College — and two have 
almost new libraries while the third was just remodeled. You will probably have 
an opportunity to see a public library building being demolished to make room for 
a new one. Other interesting libraries include that of the Historical Society, the 
Theological Seminary, industrial libraries at Armstrong Cork, Hamilton Watch 
and RCA, and various public school libraries of which that at McCaskey High 
School is the largest.

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NOTES ABOUT CONVENTION SPEAKERS 


GERALD W. JOHNSON 


Gerald W. Johnson, well-known 
author, newspaperman and _ free- 
lance writer will be the speaker 
at the Conference banquet on 
Friday evening, October 24. His 
topic will be America’s Heritage 
and the American Hertitage Proj- 
ect of the American Library As- 
sociation. 

Mr. Johnson is the author of 
“This American People,” the first 
of three books in connection with 
the American Heritage theme of 
the 75th Anniversary Conference 
of ALA. This theme for a confer- 
ence and anniversary year of ALA 
has since grown into the Ameri- 
can Heritage Project, with its six 
regional demonstration areas and 
the beginning of American Heri- 
tage Projects by other areas and 
libraries on their own initiative. 
Mr. Johnson has continued to be 
an interested participant in the 
American Heritage Project. 

Mr. Johnson has been a free- 
lance writer since 1943 and since 
that date has written six of his 
twenty books and numerous mag- 
azine articles. Previous to 1943 he 
was for sixteen years an editorial 
writer for the Sun newspapers of 
Baltimore. He has also been Pro- 
fessor of Journalism at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina. 


RocrerR H. McDoNoUGH 


Roger H. McDonough, Director 
of the State Library of New Jersey, 
will be the speaker at the first 
General Session and the Friday 
breakfast of the County Library 
Section. He is a graduate of Rut- 
gers University and received his 
degree in library service from 
Columbia University. His library 
experience began with page work 
at the Trenton, New Jersey, Pub- 
lic Library, followed by a student 


assistantship at Rutgers. He was 
a full-time member of the Rutgers 
library staff while obtaining his 
B.L.S. at Columbia and was Ref- 
erence Librarian in 1937 when he 
resigned to become Librarian of 
the New Brunswick, New Jersey, 
Public Library. 

In 1942 Mr. McDonough enter- 
ed the Army Air Forces and was 
discharged as a Captain in 1946. 
He became Director of the State 
Library of New Jersey in March 
1947. His writings include articles 
for professional periodicals and a 
history of the Air Corps at Wright 
Field, Ohio. At present he is 
President of the National Associa- 
tion of State Libraries. 
CHARLES FOLTZ JR. 

Charles Foltz Jr., speaker for 
the combined Friends of the Li- 
brary and Trustees luncheon on 
October 25, was born in Lancaster 
in 1910. After graduating from 
Franklin and Marshall College in 
1931, he embarked on a career of 
journalism. Eleven years in 
Europe, five of them in Spain 
during the revolution, gave him 
background for his book ‘“Mas- 
querade in Spain” (Houghton- 
Mifflin, 1948) which received ex- 
cellent reviews. Now a news edi- 
tor and analyst, Mr. Foltz speaks 
with authority on the state of free- 
dom in today’s world. His topic: 
Our Public Libraries — Prisons 
Or Citadels of Freedom.”

The main speaker at the meet- 
ing of the Section for Children’s, 
Young People’s and School Li- 
brarians will be Eulalie Steinmetz.

WHY WE NEED A STATE LIBRARIAN 


A LIBRARIAN* SPEAKS 


Public institutions seldom pro- 
gress during an inter-regnum. Any 
subordinate employee who is 
placed in temporary control usual- 
ly becomes little more than a care- 
taker. 

Delay in appointing a director 
of the State Library would be un- 
fortunate at any time; it is doubly 
so in this period when aggressive 
leadership is so urgently needed. 

The invitation to write this edi- 
torial came in the same mail with 
the Wisconsin Library Bulletin 
and Indiana’s Library Occurrent. 
The activities reported in these 
publications make it clear that 
Pennsylvania has never made more 
than a slight gesture toward pro- 
viding library leadership and 
counsel from Harrisburg. So far 
in 1952, even this little gesture 
has practically ceased. 

The State Library should have 
money for additional field work- 
ers, other specialists and services, 
of course, but leadership is a far 
greater need. Money without able 
direction might mean little. 

The library has operated for 
many years without significant 
changes in policies or services. A 
thorough survey is needed to dis- 
cover the present value and effec- 
tiveness of existing services in 
meeting the requirements of the 
smaller communities and unserved 
areas of the state. 

Pennsylvania is a distinctly 
backward state in the development 
of public libraries. It will remain 
so until the State Library becomes 
a dynamic source of ideas, inspira-

A TRUSTEE* SPEAKS . 

As a trustee of a small county 
library, I am ashamed that we can- 
not do more for the people we 
serve. We all should be ashamed 
that half a dozen Pennsylvania 
counties have no public libraries, 
that only a dozen have incomes 
above the A.L.A. minimum stand- 
ards, and that we are far below 
our neighbors New York and 
Ohio. 


Librarians talking to themselves 
in our BULLETIN for February 
i951 and in “How Good Are 
Pennsylvania Libraries” have 
made a useful effort but we can- 
not get far until the public knows 
our plight. The Legislative Com- 
mission’s report was a cruel joke, 
showing no real knowledge of our 
libraries and no concern for the 
public’s needs. 


What we lack is leadership, a 
State Librarian with authority 
and influence, expert in knowl- 
edge of library operations and 
courageous in presenting our 
needs to officials and the public. 
If a political hack is appointed, 
we will stay as low as we are now. 
Our first task is to fight for a good 
leader through conversations, 
speeches to community groups, 
letters to newspapers — in every 
way we can.

GAINS SUCCESSOR 

According to the terms of the 
Constitution the Vice-President 
becomes President, giving the Ex- 
ecutive Committee power to ap- 
point an Interim Vice-President. 
Therefore, Ralph W. McComb, 
librarian at the Pennsylvania State 
College Library, was appointed to 
the latter office, and William W.

Mr. Bryan has been librarian 
at the Scranton Public Library 
since 1948 and has been active in 
the Pennsylvania Library .\ssocia- 
tion. He has served as Chairman 
of the Junior Members Round 
Table, Chairman of the Public 
Library Section, General Chair- 
man of the 1948 PLA Conterence, 
Exhibit Chairman of the 1950 and 
1951 Conferences, and has acted 
as Vice-President since October 
1951. 


MEETING PLANNED 

The Audio-Visual Committee 
and the Public Libraries Section 
of PLA will present a demonstra- 
tion American Heritage Film 
Forum at the PLA Conterence in 
Lancaster on Saturday morning, 
October 25.

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PROPOSED LIBRARY 

Early September is the proposed 
date for the demolition of the 
present century old Public Library 
in Lancaster. Revised architects’ 
drawings and blueprints of the 
new building were viewed at a 
public tea given by the ‘Friends 
of the Library.” The afternoon 
tea also provided the occasion for 
the “Friends” to present a $750 
check to the Library board to pur- 
chase equipment for the new 
building. 

Several features have been in- 
corporated in the new plans — in- 
cluding off-street parking for 21 
vehicles, a garage to house the 
Bookmobile and work space for 
the Lancaster County library staff, 
and a recessed garden area to pro- 
vide an outdoor reading area. ‘The 
new building will be erected on 
the site of the present structure. 


RESOLUTION

That Article IV, Section 3, be amended
